THE GLASS INDUSTRY. 
Last evening the fourth of the Royal Dublin 
Society's series of lectures on Irish Reconstruc- 
tion Problems was delivered in the Theatre of 
Leinster House by Dr. Morris W. Travers, 
scientific director of “ Duroglass, Lid.’”’ The 
subject was ‘* Glass.” 

The glass industry, said the lecturer, included 
a very large number of branches, such as the 
manufacture of plate and sheet glass, bottles, 
ornamental and decorative glassware, optical 
glass, and glassware used for scientific purposes 
and for iluminations. He dealt only with 
scientific and lighting, hollow ware, and glass 
tubes, and showed by means of lantern glides 
how the goods are gnanufactured, and stated 
that he need hardly emphasise the importance 
of this branch of the trade, which constituted a 
key industry, upon which not only other in- 
dustries, but our everyday life, depended. In 
considering the establishment of this branch of 
the trade in Ireland, it was noi necessary to 
dwell too much upon sources of raw materials. 
It was more important that a works should be 
established in a locality to which the raw 
materials could be brought easily by sea and 
rail, and from which the roods could be dis- 
tributed to the places at which they were re- 
quired. Further; as the glass trade employed 
many men, women, giris, and boys, the works 
should be in a locality where the work people 
could live comfortably amidst healthy surround- 
ings. Success in the branch industry with 
which he dealt depended largely upon the in- 
ternal organisation of the works, and particu- 
latly upon the economy in the making of the 
glass and in the working of it.

9 Great Britain 
had for long held the premier position in the 
hand-made tirade, and in this branch 
furnace economy was not a matter of the first 
unportance. The usual practice was to employ 
‘round furnaces’ fired with coal. in which the 
glass was melted during the week-end, and from 
which it was worked out during the week. In 
the modern type of furnace work commences at 
7 o'clock in the morning, when the glass is 
ready for the men. Every pot of glass is worked 
out during the day. At 5 o'clock the openings 
through which the glass is worked out are 
stoppered, the temperature of the furnace is 
raised, the pots are re-filled, and the glass is 
melted during the night, so as to be ready for 
the workmen in the morning. í 

A series óf laniern slides showed the arrange- 
ment of the glasshouse and the method of blow- 
ing light articles, such chemical beakers, 
flasks, or lamp globes. Another series of Photo- 
graphs showed the processes of tube drawing. 
The workman gathers a lump of glass on a 
blowing iron, lows it into a Pall, allows it to 
cool, and then covers it with a thicker Javer of 
glass by plunging it into the molten glass in 
the pot. The ball of glass is now blown out 
larger, and shaped by rolling it on an iron slab. 
Finally, the ball is heated once more in a aemall 
furnace called the glory hole: the end of it is 
then caught on an iron rod tipped with hot 
glass called the “ punty,” and the ball is drawn 
out into tube. The manufacture of graduated 
glassware and other processes jn the glasshouse 
were illustrated.

John Casey presided:—Proposed by Mr. M. 
Keogh, and seconded by Mr. Wm. Gonnolly — 

(1) “ That we call on the Government to at 
once release the Irish interned prisoners, as the 
retention of these men is most unjust, and the 
cause Of all the disturbances and ill-feeling in 
the country.”’ 5 

(2) ** That we are unanimously of opinion that 
the hunting industry should not be destroyed, as 
its destruction would mean a big financial Joss to 
both farmers and labourers, and neither class is 
in favour of the goppage.

But we must remember that that proud 
Imperium, exercised through a correspond- 
ingly vast tyrannical, centraliséd burean- 
cracy, crushed the life out of Western 
Europe, and after a very few centuries, as- 
sisted by the barbarian irruptions, reduced 
the Latinised countries to desolation and 
brought on the Dark Ages. On the other 
hand, the genius of the Greek maintained 
the Eastern Empire for more than a thou- 
sand years after the fall of the Western 
or Latin, and kept alive there thé light 
of ancient civilisation. The Greeks, too, 
had to contend with far greater foes than 
the barbarous nations of the West. They 
held their own against the mighty and war- 
lke Parthian Empire. Also, the ruined 
West was first restored to life and light by 
the great Monastic m: 
primarily out of the Greek world. 

[ thought 1° ought remind your 
readers oi all this—of the immense debt 
owe to the Greeks, especially now, when 
there is such a strong popular tendency 
towards the exclusion of Greek from the 
curriculum of our schools and colleges. The 
history of G has a still further inte- 
rest for us here in Ireland to-day. The 
greatest and most successful movement 
which has emerged here in my time has 
heen the Co-operative. The leaders and 
inspirers of this movement anticipate the 
gradual growth of the societies into self-

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governing, self-supporting centres of indus- 


trial activity ; also-centres of culture and 
ciyilisation, each a free and independent 
community, though in league and associa- 
tion with the rest—in fact a State. Now, 
the political genius of the Greeks, al- 
though under the impulse of the Macedo. 
nians, it, too, was able to create Empires, 
was not essentially imperialistic at all. 
There is something vulgar, common, even 
brutal, about Empires, and opposed to the 
best imstincts of humanity. To-day we 
only tolerate the exercise of the Imperium 
ove? savages, “the new-caught, sullen 
peoples, half-devil and half-child.”’ The 
political genius of the Greeks manifested 
itself characteristically in the creation of 
the small, independent, self-governing City- 
States, each with its own peculiar culture 
and forms of civilisation. lt is an ideal 
towards which our Co-operative movement 
is even now consciously trending. | 

The achievements of Greek ge nius in 
this direction are miraculous, unrivalled, 
andunparalleled. Perfected on the main- 
land of, Greece proper, the City-States, 
every few years, like hives, swarmed. They 
sent forth replicas of themselves. planting 
them in all the islands and along the 
shores of the Mediterranean and of the 
Black Sea, not in hundreds, but literally 
in thousands. For each of these swarmed 
in its turn, often bringing out new States 
far into the hinterland of the coast upon 
which it had been first planted by the 
parent State of the distant motherland. I 
do not think that manifestation and out- 
pouring of Greek vitality and creative 
genius has been ever quite recognised by 
historians. 

The only great ‘creative outwe lling of the 
genius of man, in this direction, which is 
comparable with that creation and multi- 
plication of the Greek City-States is, per- 
haps, supplied by the marvellous’ Monastic 
movement which redeemed our ruined 
West, scattering everywhere, like stars, its 
self-governing centres of religion, charity, 
literature, art, and industry, each of them 


: being in itself a veritable Agricultural De- 


partment. Then it was out of the Greek 
world, as I have mentioned, that this 
great impulse emanated—a natural out- 
come of the Greek genius for the creation 
of small, self-governing, human associa- 
tions. That impulse, one is glad to re- 
member, was first felt and most 
passionately responded to here in Ireland. 
The leaders of the Co-operative movement, 
who do not at al®forget the Greek City- 
State, might well keep in mind also the 
thought of those self-governing Christian 
Commonwealths. 
GEORGE MEREDITH.

This hardly redounds 
to his credit; and the coolness which in 
after-life grew up between himself and 
Arthur Meredith, the only child of his 
first marriage, was the revenge of fate. 

During his long life Meredith seems to 
have met most of his famous literary and 
polices) contemporaries in England. 
?erhaps, the most interesting portions of 
Mr. Ellis’s work are those which are de- 
voted to accounts of the novelist’s meetings 
with distinguished friends and acquaint- 
ances. The book is admitably produced 
and judiciously illustrated. ‘The accuracy 
of the details recounted is beyond ques. 
tion; yet, as a biography, the work to some 
extent-leaves us cold. However, biogra- 
phies of great men all remind us what we 
might have made of our own lives if only 
we had started in time.

Secondly, one may 
thoroughly digest and learn the original 
poem, and then attempt to reproduce it in 
verse in another language. In this mode, 
if the translator be a poet, he may keep 
enough of the spiritual essence of the poem 
to make a truer representation of it in the 
new language than a prose translation can 
ever be. 

Such a re-casting of the poem necessi- 
tates, however, loss of some of its ideals. 
for it is impossible exactly to reproduce 
any poem in a new language. We may 
think of two translations made of Goethe's 
‘-Faust”™ hese in Dublin. We feel sure 
that Dr. Anster’s, as a poem, will live 
much longer than Judge Webb's, though 
the latter is much more accurate than the 
older and poetic, though free, translation. 
Of course, in the case of 
piece like “Faust” there is much to be 
sald for preserving every idea at any cost; 
but these trifling folk-songs which Lady

Gregory introduces to our view would have 
been more attractive if she had produced 
them as poems. They de not seem to us.

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POPULAR HISTORIES. 

Messrs. Jack are publishing a new series 
of popular histories. Volumes on Polaad, 
Germany, Japan, Spain, Switzerland, and 
Ktiome have already appeared. We have 
before us the two last named—that on 
Switzerland by Mr. ©. F. Cameron. and 
that on Rome by Miss K. O'Neill. Each 
volume. contains about three hundred 
Pages, and it is evidently the intention of 
the publishers to make all the volumes of 
the series identical in size. This Procrus- 
tean method of producing histories has ob- 
vious disadvantages, and, while Mr. Came- 
ron has had space to write an adequate 
history of Switzerland, Miss O'Neill, in 
endeavouring to compress into so small a 
compass the events of Rome’s twenty-six 
troubled centuries, has undertaken a most 
difficult task. She has brought knowledge 
and industry to her work, but we are of 
opinion that it would have been better had 


the publishers devoted to the history of the 
Imperial City two volumes, each the size 
of that before us. This course would have 
enabled Miss O'Neill to produce a more 
readable and attractive work. 

Mr. Cameron has not: been handicapped 
for want of space. Except for the events 
of the fourteenth and fifteenth centuries— 
the heroic period in Swiss history—there is 
little in the story of Switzerland to attract 
the average reader.” But this period, be- 
ginning with the epic struggle of the 
Forest Cantons with Austria, and endine 
with the famous victories of the Bernese 
over the Duke of Burgundy, is of surpass- 
ing interest, and Mr. Cameron has dealt 
very fully with-it. From the middle of 
the sixteenth century to the present time 
the history of Switzerland has been un- 
eventful. Both books are remarkably wel] 
illustrated, and the lists of places, build- 
ings, etc., at the end of every chapter 
should be of very considerable use to 
tourists. :

The public will welcome heartily the 
announcement by the Food Controller that 
there is a prospect of a substantial reduc- 
tion in the price of foreign meat ; that the 
present system of controlling the distribu- 
tion and sale of tea is about to be abolished, 
with the result that “tea of good 
quality’ will be available at less than. 
2s. 8d. per pound ; and that margarine 1s 
now produced in such quantities that the 
price will be reduced. Mr. Roberts 
announces these concessions in a statement 
which he has issued defending the conduct 
of his Department. He denies. most 
emphatically the assertion that the 
Ministry has deliberately kept up prices 
in order to avoid losses on stocks which it 
holds, and claims that it is solely due to 
the work of his predecessors that the 
United Kingdom has cheaper food than 
any other country in the world, There can 
be no doubt whatever that the control 
which was established during the war was 
both necessary and beneficial. It secured 
our command of the sources of supply, and 
kept prices within reasonable limits. Now, 
however, it is having a contrary effect: 
In many cases it is keeping up prices 
which would certainly fall if the free 
action of economic forces were allowed. Mr. 
Roberts evidently realises this fact, for 
he wants to see the whole system of control 
abolished. He has appointed a committee, 
upon which consumers will be represented; 
to assist him in taking all steps for “‘ de- 
control” and the reduction of prices as | 
soon as the conditions are favourable.

The result of the ballot of the Belfast 
strikers on the proposal for a settlement

In the COMMAND. br 
event of the conference's failure to reach an 
agreement, on the guestion the Belfast em- 
ployers promised that they would arrive 
at a settlement with their own men as 
early as possible—in any case, within 
twenty-one days after the date of the con- 
ference, Those were generous terms. They 
made it clear that the employers were 
anxious to effect a settlement, and were 
willing to grant any reasonable demands 
that the men might make. “The vast 
majority of the shipyard workers regarded 
the proposal favourably, and there can be 
very little doubt that they would have 
accepted it but for the action of the Strike 
Committee in endeavouring to extract a 
similar undertaking from the general 
engineering firms of the city. These firms 
are on quite a different footing from the 
shipyards. They were parties to the ,agree- 
ment arrived at between the Engineering 
Employers’ Federation and the Central 
Executive of the Workmen’s Union, and 
they put the 47 hours’ week into operation 
in their establishments at the new year. 
Their workers, they state, were quite con- 
tent with the arrangement, and, like the 
employés in the municipal gas and elec- 
tricity undertakings, joined the strikers 
not because they desired to do so, but in 
consequence of the pressure put on 
them by the pickets. The general 
engineering firms, therefore, refused to 
endorse the shipbuilders’ proposal, but 
adhered to their declaration that they were 
willing to adopt whatever standard of 
hours might be arranged on a national 
basis. Their attitude was correct, but it 
complicated the situation, and had an 
adverse effect on the prospect of a settle. 
ment. The strike leaders declared that 
the proposal must be accepted by all 
employers, and their exhortations to this 
effect certainly influenced the men who 
voted.

Fore will probably be a more or less general 
exodus from: Paris after the Conference has 
held its plenary session to-morrow, and a large 
number of journalists, and those who are 
hanging around the fringe of the Conference 
are going to return for some weeks to their 
respective homes. The British element seems 
to be especially anxious to get away from 
Paris, mainly, one imagines, on account of 
what is known here' as “la vie chére.” The 
exorbitant price of almost every commodity 
has become a standing joke in Paris, and, of 
course, the English-speaking peoples have 
suffered more than, perhaps, any other 
foreigners in this respect. ‘The Briton and the 
American are regarded as fair prey, wherever 
they go, and French people seem obsessed by 
the idea that everyone who speaks, or looks, 


English is, ipso facto, a n.illionaire. Teas, tips, | 


and taxis are the items of expenditure which 
have fallen most heavily upon the poor English- 
men's Shoulders, because, while the more 
obvious necessities of life, such as food, rooms, 
and the like, can be had at a fairly reasonable 
figure—only about 500 per cent. of their nor- 
mal cost—anything in the nature of a juxury is, 
to put it mildly, rather expensive. 

To a native of the British Isles tea is a 
necessity of existence, and, knowing this full 
well, the French have started tea-rooms at al- 
most every street corner. There are literally 
hun@reds of them. I call them tea-rooms by 
courtesy, because the tea, I believe, is often 
execrable, sometimes undrinkable, and always 
bad. For a cup Of this liquid, minus sugar and 
milk; plus two little biscuits, which resemble 
walnuts in size, shape, and durability, one is 
charged anything fron: 1} to 2) francs. As a 
sugar “ersatz,” one is supplied with a bottle 
of saccharine-water, which one must use with 
discretion, and the only other item of interest 
is—the bill. Thus a Paris tea! 

“ Tips” represent the second necessary evil, 
and it appears that, in spite of their duels 
with German bayonets and cannons, the bar- 
bers, waiters, conciérges, and the rest, have 
forgotten nothing of their pre-war acuteness, 


and are now even more obseqious and impos- | 


sible to evade than ever. They have had an 
“off” season during the war, but they are 
certainly making up for lost time now that it 
is over. The “no gratuities” joke is still per- 
petrated by hotel kecpers and restaurateurs, 
but nobody appreciates it more keenly than the 
waiter, and nobody smiles more hugely’ than 
the hall porter, over whose desk the foolish 
legend stands prinied in bold capitals. It is 
high time that the Peace Conference should ap- 
point an International Travellers’ Commission 
to discuss the question of “ tipping.”

MAJORITY REJECTS

The result of the strikers’ ballot in Belfast, 
as to the acceptance or rejection of the ship- 
yard owners’ proposals, was declared last night 
as follows :—

The men were asked to vote for or against 
the proposal of the shipbuilding firms, which 
was as Íollowe :— 

“On condition of the men resuming work 
on the terms in operation on the 25th January, 
we undertake to call a National Conference of 
the engineering and shipbuilding trades to con- 
sider the hours question within thirty days 
from the resumption of work. We also under- 
take to recommend to that conference a shorter 
working week than 47 hours, as, in our opinion, 
a working week better suited for working on 
the one-break system under the conditions pre- 
vailing in Belfast could be arranged; and, 
failing a settlement by such conference, we, a6 
Belfast employers, will arrive at a settlement 
with our men as early as possible—in any case 
within twenty-one days after the National 
Conference. The conference referred to ia to 
include representatives of Belfast employers 
and workmen. ' 

The polling opened at 10 a.m. the men 
voting at the headguarters of their respective 
trade unions, and closed at 5 p.m. The votes 
were subsequently counted in the Co-operative 
Hall, Frederick street. The men formed into 
queues outside their respective ballot stations, 
and the voting proceeded at a slow. measured 
rate, without incident or excitement. 


THE ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE RESULT. 

Mr. Samuel Bradley, Amalgamated Union of 
Labour, announced the figures from the wine 
dows of the Co-operative Hall. They were re- 
ceived with considerable cheering. Mr. Bradley 
expressed the hope that the men would go home 
peaceably, and that there would be no disturb- 
ances. The Negotiations Committee was going 
to carry on the work in the same peaceful 
manner that it had been carried on hitherto, 
and it was only by doing s> that they would be 
successful in their fight. He appealed to every 
man there—no matter what turned up to- 
morrow, even if the military were on the streets, 
even if the military were at the gas works and 
the Electricity Station—to see that there was 
no disorder. He made that appeal on behalf of 
the Strike Committee. 

The crowd then dispersed. 

The Strike Committee immediately retired to 
an upper room, where a private meeting was 
held to consider the situation. The delibera- 
tions were prolonged, and no statement was 
issued at their conclusion. The vote is, un- 
doubtedly, regarded as one of want of confi- 


_dence in those who provisionally accepted the 
i employers’ offer, and their position, should they 


retain their places as strike leaders, must neges- 
sarily be very difficult. 
EMPLOYERS’ ATTITUDE. 

Prominert employers, when interviewed last 
night, declined to express an opinion on the 
result, but so far as can be gathered there is 
no intention on their part -to make any new 
offer to the men.

The draít of the League of Nations' 
Covenant, as unanimously affirmed by 
the representatives of the fourteen 
nations at the Peace Conference, was 
read by President Wilson at the 
plenary sitting of the Conference yes- 
terday. 

The draft provides for the appointment of 
delegates from the leagued nations, an 
Executive Council, and a permanent 
secretariat. It sets out the means by 
which the object of the League—which 


—-————-— 


is to prevent íuture wars—is to be 
achieved. International disputes are 
to be submitted for arbitration, an 
International Court is to be estab- 
lished, and means are to be found by 
which decisions will be enforced. 


In his speech following the reading of the 
text Mr. Wilson emphasised the fact 
that the draft was the unanimous find- 
ing of the fourteen nations repre- 
sented. 


FULL TEXT OF THE COVENANT. - 


The following text of the League of Nations 


Paris :— 

Preamble.—In order to promote international 
co-operation and to secure international 
peace and security by the acceptance of 
obligations not to resort to war, by the 
prescription of open, just, and honourable 
relations between nations, by the firm 
establishment of the understandings of 
international law as the actual rule of 
conduct among Governments, and by the 
maintenance of justice and a scrupulous 
respect for all treaty obligations in the 
dealings of organised peoples with one 
another, the Powers signatory to this 
Covenant adopt this constitution of the 
League of Nations :— 

Article 1.—The action of the high contracting 
parties under the terms of this Covenant 
shall be effected through the instru- 
mentality of meetings of delegates repre- 
senting the high contracting parties, of 
meetings at more frequent intervals of an 
Executive Council, and of a permanent 
international Secretariat to be established 
at the seat of the League. 

Article 2.—Meetings of the body of delegates 
shall be held at stated intervals and from 
time to time, as occasion may require, for 
the purpose of dealing with matters within 
the sphere of action of ithe League. Meet- 
ings of the body of delegates shall be held 
at the seat of the League, or at such other 
places as may be found convenient, and shall 
consist of representatives of the high con- 
tracting parties. Each of the high contract- 
ing parties shall have one vote, but may 
have not more than three representatives. 

Article 3.—The Executive Council shall consist 
of representatives of the United States of 
America, and the British Empire, France, 
Italy, and Japan, members of the League. 
The selection of these four (five ?) States, 
together with representatives of four other 
States, shall be made by the body of dele-- 
gates on such principles and in such manner 
as they think fit. Pending the appointment 
of these representatives of the other States, 
the representatives of the other States 
shall be members of the Executive Council. 
Meetings of the Council shall be held from 
time to time as occasion may require, and 
at least once a year, at whatever place may 
be decided on, or, failing amy such decision, 
at the seat of the League; and any matters 
affecting its interests are to be discussed, 
and no decision taken at any meeting wil! 
be binding on such Powers unless so in- 
vited. 

PROCEDURE AND SECRETARIAT. 

Article 4.—All matters of procedure at meetings 
of the body of delegates or the Executive 
Council, including the appointmegt of com- 
mittees to investigate particula®m matters, 
shall be regulated by the body of delegates 
or the Executive Council, and may be de- 
cided by a majority of the States repre- 
sented at the meeting. The first meeting 
of the body of delegates and of the Execu-\ 
tive Council shall be summoned by 
President of the United States of America. 
The permanent Secretariat of the League 
shall be established which shall constitute 
the seat of the League. The Secretariat 
shall comprise such secretaries and staff as 
may be required, under the general direction 
and control of a Secretary-General of the 
League, who shail be chosen by the 
Executive Council. The Secretariat shall 
be appointed by the Secretary-Gene- 
ral, subject to confirmation by the 
Executive Council. The Secretary-Gene- 
ral shall act in that capacity at all 


meetings of the body of delegates, or of the | 


Executive Council. The expenses of the 
Secretariat shall be borne by the State 
members of the League, in accordance with 
the apportionment of the expenées of the 
International Bureau of the Universal Postal 
Union, 

Article 6.—Representatives of the high contract- 
ing parties and officials of the League, when 
engaged on the business of the League, shall 
enjoy diplomatic privileges and immunities, 
and the buildings occupied by the League 
or its officials, or by representatives attend- 
ing its meetings, shall enjoy the benefits of 
extra-territoriality. 


STATES TO BE ADMITTED. 

Article 7.—Admission to the League of States 
not signatories to the Covenant, and not 
named in the protocol hereto, as States to 
be invited to adhere to the Covenant, re- 
quires the assent of not less than two-thirds 
of the States represented in the body of 
delegates, and shall be limited to fully self- 
governing countries, including Dominions 
and Colonies. No State shall be admitted to 
the League unless it is able to give effective 
guarantees of its sincere intention to ob- 
serve ite international obligations, and un- 
less it shall conform to such principles as 
may be prescribed by the League in regard 
to its naval and military forces and arma- 


ments. 

Article 8.—The high contracting parties recog- 
nise the principle that the maintenance of 
peace will require the reduction of national 
armaments to the ftowest point consistent 
with national safety and the enforcement 
by common action of international obliga- 
tions, having special regard to the 
g»ographical situation and circumstances of 
each State, and the Executive Council shall 
formulate plans for effecting such re- 
duction. The Executive Council shail also 
determine for the consideration and action 
of the several Governments what military 
equipment and armament is fair and 
reasonable in proportion to the scale of 
forces laid down in the programme of dis- 
armament and these limits, when adopted, 
shall not be exceeded without the per- 
mission of the Executive Council. The 
high contracting parties agree that the 
manufacture by private enterprise of 
munitions and implements of war lends 
itself to grave objections, and direct the 
Executive Council to advise how the evil 
effects attendant upon such manufacture 
can be prevented, due regard being had to 
the necessities of those countries which are 
not able to manufacture fer themselves the 
munitions and implements of war necessary 
for their safety. The high contracting 
parties undertake in no way to conceal 
from each other the conditions of such of 
their industries as are capable of being 
adapted to warlike purposes, or the scale 
of their armaments, and agree that there 
shall be full and frank interchange of in- | 
formation as to their military and naval / 
programmes.

MR. WILSON’S SPEECH. 


UNANIMOUS FINDING OF 
FOURTEEN NATIONS. 


A POWERFUL INSTRUMENT 
i FOR PEACE, 


The Press Association Special Correspondent 
in Paris, telegraphing yesterday .— 

The fact that the draft of the League of 
Nations Covenant was to be submitted gave 
to-day’s plenary sitting of the Peace Con- 
ference an especial interest, which was further 
heightened by the knowledge that speeches 
were, to be delivered by President Wilson, M. 
Leon Bourgeois, Lord Robert Cecil, and other 
prominent delegates. From half-past two on 
wards there was a constant stream of arriving 
delegates, the best known of whom were 
respectfully greeted by the considerable crowd 
of the general public gathered in front of the 
Quai d'Orsay. Mrs. Wilson having expressed 
a wish to be present, a seat was reserved for 
her opposite the Presitiential table. 

President Wilson’s arrival was closely 
followed by that of M. Clemenceau, who, hav- 
ing declared the sitting open, at once called 
upon the American President, 


THE PRESIDENT’S SPEECH, 

Mr. Wilson, speaking in English, expressed 
appreciation of the honour of being asked to 
introduce the draft of the League of Nations 
Covenant signed by the representatives of 
fourteen nations, He then proceeded to read 
the scheme. He said:—Mr. Chairman, I have 
tho honour, as I esteem it, the very great 
privilege of i amhra in the name of the Com- 
mission constituted by this Conference on the 
formulation of a plan for a League of Nations. 
I am happy to say that it is a unanimous 
report from the representatives of fourteen 
natione—the United States, Great Britain, 
France, ltaly,. Japan, Belgium, Brazil, China, 
Czecho-Slovakia, -Greece, Poland, Portugal, 
Rumania, and Serbia. I think it would be 
serviceable and interesting. if I, with per- 
mission, read the document as the only report 
we have to make. 

President Wilson then read the text of the 
Covenant, 


ARTICLE 15. 

On reading Article 15, Mr. Wilson stopped 
reading at the end of the second clause, and 
made the following comment :—* I pause to 
point out that misconception might arise in 
connection with one of the sentences I have 
just read. If any party shall refuse so to comply 
the Council shall propose the measures necessary 
to E.G ag So. RO CARE” CS A case 
in point, purely hypothetical, is this: Suppose 
that there is in the possession of a partindias 
Power a _— of territory, or some other sub- 
stantial thing, to which it is claimed that it is 
not entitled; suppose that matter is submitted 
to the Executive Council for recommendations 
as to the settlement of the dispute, diplomacy 
having failed, and sup that the decision is 
in favour of the party Phich claims the subject 
matter of the dispute as against the party 
which has the subject matter in dispute, then, 
if the party in possession of the subject matter 
in dispute merely sits still and does nothing, it 
has accepted the decision of the Council in the 
sense that it makes no resistance. But some- 
thing must be done to see that it surrenders the 
subject matter in dispute. I ch a case, the 
only case contemplated, it is provided that the 
Executive Council may then consider what steps 


members of the League, any dispute likely 
to lead to a rupture which is not submitted 
to arbitration as above, the high contracting 
parties agree that they will reter the matter 
to the Executive Council. Either party to 
the dispute may give notice of the existence 


of the dispute to the Secretary-General, who 


will make all necessary arrangements for a 
full investigation and consideration thereof. 
For this purpose the paties agree to com- 
municate to the Secretary-General as 
promptly as possible statements of their 
case with ail the relevant facts and papers, 
and the Executive Council may forthwith 
direct the publication thereof. Where. the 
efforts of the Council lead to the settlement 
of the dispute, a statement shall be pub- 
lished indicating the nature of the dispute 
and the terms of settlement, together 
with such explanations: as may be appro- 
priate. If the dispute has not been settled 
& report by the Conncil will be published 
setting forth with all necessary facts an 
explanations the recommendation which 
the Council think just and proper for the 
settlement of the dispute. If that report 
is unanimously agreed to by the members 
of the Council other than the parties to the 
dispute, the high contracting parties agree 
that they will not go to war with any 
party which complies with the recommenda- 
tion, and that if any party should refuse 
go to comply the Council shall propose the 
measures. neseccary to give effect to the 
recommendations. If no such unanimous re- 
port can be made it shall be the duty of the 
majority and the privilege of the minority 
to' issue statements indicating what they 
believe to be the facts, and containing the 
recommendations which they consider to be 
just and proper. The Executive Council 
may in any case under this Article refer 
the dispute to the body of delegates. The 
dispute shall be so referred at the request 
of either party to the dispute, provided that 
such request must be made within fourteen 
days after the submission of the dispute. 
In any case referred to the body of dele- 
gates all the provisions of this Article and 
of Article 12 relating to the action and 
powers of the Executive Council shall apply 
to the action and powers of the body of 
delegates. 

BREACH OF COVENANT AN ACT OF WAR, 

Article 16.—Should any of the high contracting 
parties break or disregard its covenants 
under Article 12, it shall thereby tpso facto 
be deemed to have committed an act of war 
against all the other members of the League 
which hereby undertake immediately ato 
subject it to the severance of all trade or 
financial relations, the prohibition of all 
intercourse between their nationals and the 
nationals of the covenant-breaking State, 
and the prevention of all financial, com- 
mercial, or personal intercourse between the 
nationals of the covenant-breaking State and 
the nationals of any other State whether a 
member of the League or not. It shall be 
the duty of the Executive Council in such 
case, to recommend what effective military 
or naval force the members of the League 
shall severally contribute to the armed 
forces to be used to protect the covenants of 
the League. The high contracting parties 
agreed, further, that they will mutuaily 
support one another in the financial and 
economic measures which are taken under 
this article in order to minimise the loss 
and inconvenience resulting from the abovo 
measures, and that they will mutually sup- 
port one another in resisting any especial 
measures aimed at one of their number hy 
the covenant-breaking State, and that they 
will afford passage through their territory 
to the forces of any of the high contracting 
parties who are co-operating to protect the 
covenants of the League. 

Article 17.—In the event of disputes between 
one State, a member of the League, and 
another State, which is not a member of 
the League, or between States not members 
of the League, the high contracting parties 
agree that the State or States not members 
of the League shall be invited to accept the 
obligations of membership in the League 
for the purpose of such dispute. Upon such 
invitation, the above provisions shall he 
applied with such modifications as may be 
deemed necessary by the League. Upon 
such invitation being given, the Executive 
Council shall immediately institute an in- 

uiry into the circumstances and merits of 
the dispute, and recommend such action ag 
may seem best and most effective in the cir- 
cumstances. 

In the event of a Power so invited refusing to 
accept the obligations of membership in the 
League for the purposes of such. dispute, 
and taking any action against a State, 
member of the League, which, in the case 
of a State, member of the League, would 
constitute a breach of Article 12, the pro- 
visions of Article 16 shall be applicable as 
against the State taking such action. .

THE COMMITTEE’S GREAT PURPOSE. 

President Wilson, having concluded the read- 
ing of the document, said—It gives me pleasure 
to add to this formal reading of the result of our 
lahours, that the character of the discussion 
which occurred at the sittings of the 
Commission was not only of the most construc- 
tive, but of the most encouraging, sort. It 
was obvious throughout our discussions that, 
although there were subjects upon which there 
were individual differences of judgment with re- 
| gard to the method by which our objects 
should be obtained, there was practically at no 
| point any serious diffetence of opinion of 
| motive as to the objects which we were seeking. 
Indeed, while these debates were not made the 
opportunity for the expression of enthusiasms 
and sentiments, I think other members of the 
Commission will agree with me that there was 
an undertone of high resolve and of enthusiasm 
for the thing we were trying to do, which was 
heartening throughout every meeting, because 
we felt that in a way this Conference had 
entrusted to us the expression of one of its 
highest and most important purposes—to see to 


regard to the objects of justice, should not be 
subject to doubt or uncertainty; that the co- 
operation of the great body of nations should 
be assured from the first in the maintenance of 
peace upon terms of honour, and of regard for 
international obligation. The compulsion of 
the task was constantly upon us, and at no 
point was there shown the slightest desire to do 
anything but suggest the best means to accom- 
plish that great object. 
UNANIMITY, 

There is very great significance in the fact 
that the result was reached unanimously. 
Fourteen nations were represented, among 
them all of those Powers which, for conveni- 
ence, we have called the Great Powers, and 
among the rest a representation of the greatest 
variety of circumstance and interest, so that I 
think we are justified in saying that it was a 
representative group of members of this great 
Conference. The significance of the result, 
therefore, has that deepest of all meanings—a 
union of wills in a common pu . 
union of wills which cannot be resisted and 
which, I dare say, no nation will run the risk 
of attempting to resist. 

Now, as to the character of the document, 
while 1t has consumed some time to read this 
document, I think you will see at once that it 
is, after all, very simple, and in nothing so 
simple as in the structure which it suggests for 
the League of Nations—a body of delegates, 
an Executive Council, and a permanent secre- 
tariat. When it came to the questions of deter- 
mining the character of representation in the 
body of delegates, we were all aware of a 
feeling which is current throughout the world. 
Inasmuch as | am stating it in the presence of 
the official representatives of the various Go- 
vernments here present, including myself, I may 
say that there is a universal feeling that the 
world cannot rest satisfied with a merely official 
guidance. There reached us through many 
‘channels the feeling that if the deliberative 
body of the League was merely to be a body cf 
officials representing the various Goyernments, 
the peoples of the world would not be sure that 
some mistakes which preoccupied officials had 
admittedly made might not be repeated. It 
was impossible to conceive a met or as- 
sembly so large and various as to be really re- 
presentative of the great body of the peoples of 
the: world, because, as I roughly reckon it, we 
represent, as we sit around this table, more 
than twelve hundred million people. 


REPRESENTED TWELVE HUNDRED 

MILLION PEOPLE. 
You cannot have a representative assembly 
of twelve hundred million people, but if you 
leave it to each Governmeat to have, if it 
pleases, one or two or three representatives, 
though only a single vote, it may not a vary 
its representation from time to time, but it 
may originate the choice of its several repre- 
sentatives, if it should have several in different 
ways. Therefore, we thought that this was a 
proper and very prudent concession to
